GUEST OF CHINESE 
STUDENTS, 


At thé Euro-American Returned 
Students’ Union dinner, held at the 
Chincso Merchants’ Club, by kind 
courtesy, on. Thursday Inst, 
there was a large gathering 
to greet Dr. and Mrs. Sherwood 
Eddy, who have recently arrived in 
the Colony ‘from an extensive tour 
through North China. During 
thelr recent visit to the Far East 
Dr. and Mra. Eddy stopped at no 
fewer than 20 cities in North 
China and Manchuria, giving a 
series of lectures on religious and 
socinl problems. As a traveller, 
lecturer, social worker and author 
‘of several outstanding books, the 
latest publication being “The Chal- 
lenge of Russia.” Dr. Eddy has 
heen well-known in this part of the 
warld for the past thirty years and 
hts lectures have always been 
popular with the Chinese people. 


Dr. Eddy {fs a staunch advocate 
of international peace arid a sup- 
porter of the Leaguo of Nations. 
In his opinion the League at tho 
moment may be only a giunt babe, 
but in time it will attain full 
stature, Dr, Ediy is familiar with 
conditions in Ruasia, having made 
six visita there—two under the 
Czariat regime in 1911 and 1912 
and four under the present govern- 
ment in 1923, 1926, 1929 and 1980. 
He has seen former acquaintances 
of the old order both inside and 
outside of the Soviet Union, He has 
interviewed frienda and foes of 
the present government, foreigners 


and Rugsians in every walk of life.’ 


Russin To-day, 


Dr. Eddy seems to think that 
in Kussin to-day vou see the most 
wonderful and the worst in. the 
world, On the one hand there is 
every evidence of the passion for 
social justice and sharing with the 
poor, and on the other a ruthless 
dictatorship in Stalin and the 
inner nine, who control the Com- 
munist Party and through {t both 


the Government of Soviet Russia’ 


and the Comintern, or Third In- 
ternational, 


In Dr. Fddy’s opinion, here Is a 
movement of unique solidarity and 
uniformity throughout the world. 
The leaders in Sovict Russia are 
in earnest to bring about social 
justige by compulsion, abolition of 
all private property, a classless 
society that cannot exploit ita 
fellowmen. 


In Sovict: Russia to-day, Dr. 
Eddy declared, a murderer is put 
into prison for from eight to ten 
years, wherens a man caught ac- 
cepting bribery is put up against 
the wall and shot. From all 
appearances, Soviet Russian is aue- 
ceeding in abolishing child labour 
and slums and elimifiating all un- 
employment. 


Enst to West. 


The countries likely to fall un- 
der the sinister influence of So- 
viet Russia are, according to Pro- 
fessor Eddy, China, Germany and 
Poland. If Soviet Russia suc- 
ceeds in getting these countries 
into the fold, there will be a solid 
U.S.S.R. from East to West. 


The following are some of the 
submissions embodied in Dr. 
Eddy’s “Challenge of Russia’: 


“Soviet Russia is ndding 10,000 
a day to its population even in the 
face of the most liberal policy on 
birth control of any government 
in Europe, has the second largest 
railroad system of the world; if 
the present increase continues for 
ten years, will become the largest 
producer and exporter of grain in 
the world; is attempting the 
boldest. experiment in history; 
allows no Communist to draw a 
salary greater than $112 2 month; 
has for its goal: To end the 
domination of Capitalism, ‘make 
war impossible, wipe out state 


‘}Sounduries, transform the whole 


world into a co-operative common- 
wealth and = bring about = real 
human brothorhood and freedom.” 


Yosterday aftérnoon’ Dr, Sher- 
wood Eddy delivered a lecture on 
Chriatianity at the Hop Yat Hall, 


Caine Road, specially, for students.

A number of women who 
were to have spoken at the mect 
ing murched up and down O’Con. 
nell-street carrying banners reln- 
ling to the proclaiming of the 
meeting, They included Mrs. Des- 
poard—sister of the late Earl of 
Ypres—who waa an active mem- 
ber of the banned Prisaners’ De- 
fence Lengue, 


A Jargé crowd assembled and 
trafile was held up, Reinforcu- 
ments of police were rtished to the 
seene, and they dispersed the 
crowd which was mainly com- 
posed of curious sightseers. 


Man's Excape. 


Seditious leaflets were distribu- 
ted by a man who escaped in the 
crowa before the police were able 
lo reach him. Strenuous efforts 
were made, principally by women,
